ALLIED TROOPS TO LEAVE PEKIN 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 29.—[{Special.]— 
Russia and the United States will frustrate 
the plans of the powers determined to make 

War upon China, and the negotiations now 
pending will in all probability preserve the 
integrity of the Chinese empire. Russia has 
sent a joint note to all the nations interested 
in China, urging them to withdraw their 
troops from Pekin, and that Li Hung Chang 
be accepted as the representative of China 
to conduct peace negotiations. 

The United States has accepted the propo- 
tien, but the acceptance is coupled with 
some of the conditions laid down in the Pres- 
ident’s note to the Chinese Emperor—name- 


ly: That the imperial government restore 


order in Pekin and guarantee the protection 
of treaty and international rights. 


Russia's proposition was laid before the 


State: department by M. De Wollant, the 
Russian charge, and it was considered at a 
Cabinet meeting, which lasted longer than 
any similar meeting since President Lin- 
coin’s administration. It was a special 
Meeting, called for the purpose, and the 
members of the Cabinet reached the White 
House at 11 o'clock this morning and re- 
mained in session until about 1:30, when 
they adjourned for luncheon. Within a half 
hour- after adjournment the members of the 


Cabinet returned to the White House and 


remained until 5:80, 


The utmost secrecy was maintained in re- 


gard to what took place, and every member 
of the Cabinet declined in the most emphatie 
manner to even hint at what was under con- 
gideration. Notwithstanding these precau- 
tions, however, the result of the Cabinet 
meeting is known. 

Before luncheon the reply to Russia had 
been determined upon, but so much care 
was exercised in formulating the answer that 
the presence of the Cabinet was necessary 
during the entire afternoon. Secretary Root 
and Acting Secretary Adee framed the re- 
ply. 

The gosition of Russia is almost identical 
with the policy adopted by the United States 
in regard to the Chinese situation, and it 
ig believed Great Britain and Japan will act 
in concert with the two first named powers. 

The attitide of France is not so clearly 
defined as that of Germany, which has re- 
fused to accept Earl Li as a peace negotiator 
and proposes to send a large farce to China, 
together with Field Marshal Waldersee. 

lt is hoped in administration circles that 
the ‘situation in China will assume such 
Shape before Count Waldersee reaches 
China as to enable the other nations to with- 
draw their troops, and if Germany is still 
Gétermined to make war, the Kaiser will 


find that his troops alone will be confronted 


With the stupendous task. 


- Russia Anxious for Peace. 

As an evidence that Russia has no designs 
Upon China, M. De Wollant, the representa- 
tive of that government in this city, said 
that notwithstanding the fact that foreign 
Gispatches assert that Russia entertains 
Belfish-ideas of national aggrandizement at 
the expense of China, it is true that Russia

| OPERATES ON J.P. HOPKIN 


DR. J. B. MURPHY ACTS QUICKLY 
IN APPENDICITIS CASE. 


Ex-Mayor Taken III in the Morning 
with Gangrenous Inflammation and 
in the Evening the Surgical Work 

Is Done at Mercy Hospital—Delay 

Would Have Been Serious—Patient 

Doing Well Early Today and Ex- 
pected to Recover Speedily. 


Ex-Mayor John P. Hopkins, 2813 Calumet 
avenue, was operated upen for appendicitis 
last night at Mercy Hospital. It was an 
emergency case. Dr. J. B. Murphy was the 
operating surgeon. 

Mr. Hopkins was about town yesterday 
morning as usual, when he was taken ill. 
He went home and told his sister Mary that 


he believed he had a bilious attack. As the | 


family physician was out of town Dr. Mur- 
phy was called.. He diagnosed the case as 
gangrenous appendicitis, and called Dr. Will- 
jam E. Quine in for a consultation. The 
medical men agreed in diagnosis, and told 
Mr. Hopkins that an immediate operation 
was advisable. The patient said he was 
ready for the ordeal. 

Arrangements were made for the operation 
at Mercy Hospital. Mr. Hopkins was taken 
there at 10:30 p.m. Within twenty minutes 


he was ready for the surgeon. He displayed 


notable courage and cheerfulness. The op- 
eration was finished shortly after midnight. 
The patient’s condition was good and it was 
announced that he would recover. 

Dr. Murphy was assisted by Drs. Quine 
and Neff. 

“Mr. Hopkins suffered gangrenous 
appendicitis,"’ said Dr. Murphy early this 
morning. An immediate operation was 
necessary and the work wasdone. Mr. Hop- 
kins’ condition is satisfactory and I see no 
reason why he should not recover quickly.” 

It is understood that, owing to the nature 
of the trouble, a delay of twenty-four hours 
would have been extremely dangerous. 

When Mr, Hopkins came out from under 
the influence of the aneesthetic he called for 
his sister, Mary, and she went to him. 

Mr. Hopkins was born in Buffalo, N. Y., on 
Oct. 20, 1858, and by the time he was old 
enough’to work his father and brothers were 
dead. Accordingly, the care of his mother 
and sisters devolved upon him. His first em- 
ployment was ina foundry. Afterwards he 
worked in a grain elevator in Buffalo. 

In 1879 he came to Chicago, bringing his 
mother and sisters with him. He secured 
work at Pullman, and within four years was 
paymaster for the great car works. He filled 
this place for two years, and by that time 
had started in business in the Pullman dis- 
trict, butiding up the concern which has still 
occupied much of his time. Since his retire- 
ment from office in 1895 he has been less 
prominent in local Democratic party councils 
than he was before. He was noted asa gold 
Democrat four years ago during the Presi- 
dential campaign, but of late has affiliated 
with the present organization.

Phoenix rose yesterday and, by a decisive 
vote of its citizens of 35.to 17, cast in favor 
of having the community incorporated into 
a Village, announced itself as violently anti- 
prohibition. Phoenix is surrounded on three 
sides by the prairie east of the Illinois Cen- 
tral depot at Harvey, and on the fourth side 
it is adjacent to the boundary.line of, Harvey. 
Harvey is a prohibition town, and the prox- 
imity of one village to the other causes the 
citizens of both to spend Sundays looking 
up new and strange things to say about each 
other. The Harveyites assert that there 
shall be no saloons in Phoenix and the 
Phoentx people say they will have salons or 
trouble. 

And that is why the community of 8 
voted yesterday to incorporate itself and 
have officers, treasurer, and clerk, and an 
ordinance in favor of saloons first, last, and 
all the time and everything else except a 
town pump.

It is chiefly Miss Lucy Page Gaston, who 
resides in Harvey and who opposes saloons 
in Pheenix, who/Gaused the men of Phcenix 
to feel the need of incorporating. Miss 
Gaston said on hearing the result of the 
vote that the election was an illegal one and 
would be thrown out by the County Court. 
“The law says that there shall be 800 or 
more residents in a community that aspires 
to village dignities,”’ Said Miss Gaston, and 
by a thorough census of the place taken 
no later than Saturday last there were 
shown to be but 216 living beings in Pheenix. 
The election is but an attempt to evade the 
decision of the Supreme Court upholding 
the stringent prohibition low of Thornton 
Township, the decision rendered last July 
effectually forbidding the existence of 
saloons in Pheenix.”’ 

Notwithstanding Miss Gaston’s Abd 
determination to contest the election in 


court, the men of Phoenix commenced at an, 


early hour last night to plan their new gov- 
ernment. The need of a courthouse was 
felt to be pressing, so McCluskey’s dog was 
turned loose and the kennel labeled “ Pheenix 
Courthouse.”

Jam afraid we may as well disillusionize 
ourselves of the white marble arch to begin 
with,“ said Mr, Gunther. White marble 
will soak up water, and when it freezes in 

the winter the destruction of the arch has 

begun. Granite will come nearer being a 

suitable material for this climate. Con- 
structed partly in rough and partly in the 

polished stone, with the figures in bronze, 
the arch would be fully as typical of the 

Grand Army as in any material.”

Many Reunions of Grand Army 


Veterans Form Most En- 
joyable Feature. 


REVIVE MEMORIES OF 61. 


Brilliant Success Attends Meet- 


ings of Armies of Potomac 
and Cumberland. 


SOLDIERS ELECT OFFICERS. 


— 


Hundreds of brigade, regimental, and com- 
pany reunigns held since the beginning of 
the Grand Army encampment have supplied 
the chief and probably the most enjoyable 
feature of the occasion for the old soldiers. 
Scenes both pathetic and dramatic were 
enacted at scores of campfires yesterday, 
during the afternoon and evening. Com- 
rades met in joyful reunion for the first time 
since the close of the civil war, and several 
regimental organizations assembled in 
larger numbers than ever before. 

One of the most brilliant and enthusiastic 
gatherings was the campfire of the Army of 
the Potomac, held last night in the Medinah 
Temple Hall. There was no end of enthu- 
slasm, the addresses by General Nelson A. 
Miles and General Daniel Sickles being 
cheered to the echo, The program had been 
started when these two heroes entered the 
hall. Upon their arrival a veteran in the 
rear seats called out their names, and canes 
and hats were thrown into the air while the 
old soldiers gave them greeting. Both 
Generals expressed their gratitude at being 
able to be called members of the Army of 
the Potomac, and General Miles referred to 
its record as the best of any division of the 
union army. 


Served with Grant and Sherman. 

Several hundred veterans who served with 
Grant and Sherman in the armies of the 
Tennessee and Cumberland gathered in the 
auditorium of the Young Men's Christlan 
Association Building in the evening to take 
part in the campfire arranged by the local 
committee. H. J. Rathbone, son of Major 
Rathbone, who was in the box with Lincoln 
when he was assassinated by Booth, deliv- 
ered’ the oration of the evening. He pictured 
the deeds of the soldiers of 61 in glowing 
words and closed with a peroration on the 
glories of the reunited North and South.

Twenty-flve Thotsand Tickets Ha ve 


Been Deposited with the Joint Agen- 


cies for Extension, Which Indicates 
That Chicago Has the Largest Crowd 
Ever Present at an Encampment — 
Despite the Exodus There Are Still 


"Many Visitors Here. | 


The veterans of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and their allies, who captured Chi- 
cago last Sunday and have held the city ever 
since, began the evacuation of the town yes- 
terday and last night. All outgoing trains 
were crowded, 
There was a noticeable difference between 


ones that jammed the thoroughfares the 
t was possible to 
walk down the court of honor without col- 
liding with anybody oftener than every ten 
feet. There were reasonable prospects of 
getting seats on the street cars without wait- 
ing for the owl trains. 


many See the Fireworks. 


The crowds last night enjoyed the perfect | 


weather much as they have done on the 
other nights of the encampment. There 
were several thousand people in the Lake- 
Front Park watching the fireworks, and any 
number of promenaders in the brightly U- 
luminated Court of Honor. State street was 
crowded, but not uncomfortably, and alto- 


| gether just enough people seem to have gone 


away yesterday to permit the crowd that re- 
mained to have nice elbow room. 

Between 40,000 and 50,000 people left Tues- 
day night. The exodys began in the early 
afternoon and was kept up until after mid- 
night. Few civil war veterans were among 
the departing host. The aged ex-warriors 
and their friends and relatives remained for 
the more important and less spectacular 
features of the week. 

A party of twenty-five persons camped at 
the Illinois Centrai station all night. They 
had missed the regular train for Cairo and 


were told that they could not secure passage 


for their homes until this morning. 


Many Tickets Extended. 


The number of tickets deposited for ex- 
tension with the joint agencies of the East- 
ern and Western roads since the beginning 
of the encampment indicates the largest 
number of visitors that ever attended an 
encampment. Up to 3 o’clock p. m. yester- 
day 13,000 tickets had been deposited for 
extension with the joint agency of the Cen- 
tral Passenger association and 12,000 with 
that of the Western Passenger association. 
Probably 5,000 more will be deposited during 
the week. This will make a total of 30,000 
tickets to be extended from the end of Au- 
gust to the end of September. As the rail- 
roads charge 50 cents for the extension of 
each ticket, this means an extra revenue 
‘for the roads of $15,000, which is twice as 
much as it will cost them to run these offices 
for one month. ¥ 

During the encampment in Philadelphia 
in 1899 25,000 tickets were deposited with the 
joint agencies for extension, and 22,000 in 
Cincinnati in 1898. The G. A. R. tickets are 
good to return for anybody, without iden- 
tification, until Sept. 1, and only those re- 
maining longer need to deposit their tickets. 

No special trains came in yesterday, but 
all the incoming regular trains were crowd- 
ed with passengers. About one-third of the 
visitors departed yesterday and last night, 
necessitating the running of one or more 
special trains on all the roads. The regular 
trains are expected to be able to dle the 
business hereafter. | 


Ticket scalpers are doing a land office busi- 
ness. They are paying 50 cents for unused 
return tickets to Indianapolis and selling 
them for $4.25. For Cincinnati and Louls- 
ville tickets they pay $2 and sell them at 
$5.50. They pay $5 for Pittsburg tickets, and 
sell them for $8 New York tickets bring 
$7 td $8, and are sold by the scalpers at 
from $14 to $16. Over 100 scalpers are doing 
business in this city at the present time. 
Some of them may lose money in the long 
run. One scalper has over 5,000 of these 
tickets in stock now. None of them will be 
good for transportation after Aug. 31. The 
railroads preferred to let the scalpers do 
this business for one week on one-way tick- 
ets rather than make a reduced one-way 
rate from Chicago for five weeks, which they 


claim would demoralize their regular busi- ~ 


ness for some time. They claim they will 
make more money as it is, as the tickets sold 
by scalpers net the railroads one cent a 
mile, and they get three cents a mile from 
the passenger if he has to return to Chica- 
go, making an average rate of two cents each 
way, which is the rate anybody can secure 
by buying an interchangeable mileage book. 


Carries 270,000 People 
It is estimated that the Eastern railroads 


brought here 160,000 people and the Western 


110,000, making a total of 270, This 
number does not include the suburban busi- 
ness from within a radius of fifty miles of 
Chicago, The number of people carried ex- 
ceeds the most sanguine expectations of the 
railroads, and they are con tulating 
themselves upon the fact that this immense 
number was handled without a sérious ac- 
cident and without any great inconvenience 
to the passengers. 


VETERANS SEE HOGS KILLED. 
Throng of 25,000 Visitors Goes to 
Stock-Tards as Guests of 
Switt & Co. 


Veterans, with their families, and visitors 
to the G. A. R. encampment, numbering 25,- 
000 in all, went out to the Stock-Yards yes- 
terday afternoon as guests of Swift & Co., 
and were shown through Swift's packing- 
houses and through the canning establish- 
ment of Libby, McNeill & Libby. Two long 
special trains on which the visitors were 
taken free of charge were run out by the. 
Lake Shore road to the yards. Many. also 
were carried on the Chicago City lines free 
of charge. 

Stairways and walks had been arranged 
running entirely through Swift's big estab- 
lishment, and the visitors had merely to keep 
moving, and were taken from one room to 
another and shown the entire process of 
butchering and packing. Afterwards they 
went over to Libby, McNeill & Libby’s, 
where they were shown the tinshop, pack- 
ing-roms, the stables, the dried beef rooms, 
and the labeling- room.

If elected President of the United 
States he will become Commander-in-Chief 
of the army d navy, conducting a war 
which he and the platform upon which he 
stands assert to a ‘criminal aggression 
against a people who ought to be independ- 
ent.

Change in Last Four Years. 

„Almost every man recognizes that since 
March 4, 1897, the conditions of American 
life have undergone a change which may 
almost be compared, without irreverence, to 
a resurrection from the dead. I have heard 
many attempts made to account for this. In 
the spring of 1896 I conferred upon William 
McKinley a title which his administration 
has fully lived up to. It was at a time when 
the State of Iowa was presenting to the 
country as a Presidential candidate one of 
the ost famous and useful members of the 
Senate of the United States. I had come 
back from a Western State populated largely 
by old Iowa men, and in trying to explain 
to our people why everybody was for Mc- 
Kinley I told my friend, Walter Wellman, 
that the whole Northwest seemed to have 
its heart set on McKinley and to look on 
him as the ‘advance agent of prosperity,’ 
a phrase which subsequently passed into the 
proverbial literature of the campaign. 

“The President put his signature on the 
tariff law of 1896, which in the years to come 
will bear the honored name, now left'to us 

s @ part of our Republican inheritance, of 

elson Dingley of Maine. That law was 
adopted by Congress against the written pro- 
test filed by the diplomatic representatives of 
nineteen different foreign nations. It went 
through by the almost unanimous consent of 
the only nation for whose benefit it was 
framed—the United States of America. 1 
count that great statute as the cornerstone 
of the national prosperity which followed 
close upon ſta enactment. 

“In 1892 no other question was discussed. 


Today the Democratic party runs away from

“ Hardly less important, and, in the judg- 
ment of many, even more important, as 
a foundation of national prosperity was the 
solemn determination of the American peo- 
ple recorded on the election day in 1896 to 
maintain the standard of value en which all 
contracts of the people were drawn and all 
their business transacted. In their victory 
of that year party lines were in a large 
measure lost, so that the verdict was in a 
high sense a popular verdict rather than a 

artisan one. I am glad that that was so. 

he strength of our institutions has been 
increased by the notice then served upon 
mischief-makers, agitators, candidates, and 
political leaders that whoever threatens the 
integrity of Amerioan business has to settle 
his account, not with a political party, but 
with the united conscience, judgment, and 
character of the ole people.

‘Regrets Absence of President. 

* I join in your expressions of regret that 
the President of the United States has been 
unable to sit down with us at this hospitable 
board, We do well to send him an expres- 
sion of our confidence and affection as he 
stands at the post of duty, dealing with 
patriotic wisdom with the great problems 
that beset our country.

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OES INTO OGDEN FIELD 


MUNICIPAL GAS COMPANY OPENS 
OFFICE IN THE PLAZA. 


Purpose of the Concern May Be to Act 
for People’s in Buying Out the North 
Side Rival—May Mean Conselidation 
of All Lighting Interests—Suggestion 
That It Will Confine Itself to Acety- 
lene—Officers and Directors Chosen. 


The new Municipal Gas company, whose 
alliance with the People's Gas interests al- 
ready is established, is opening an office for 
the transaction of business in the Plaza 
Hotel Building, North Clark street and 
North avenue. 

This is in the midst of the district served 
by the Ogden Gas company, and seems to 
bear out the theory that the formation of 
the new company is an outgrowth of the 
relations existing between the People’s and 
the Ogden company. 

The election of officers of the Municipal 
company has been held. The directors 
chosen have all been identified in various 
ways with the People’s company. Andrew 

Uton, who is connected with the New 
York end of the People’s company, is Presi- 
dent. G. Hartwell is Secretary and 
Treasurer and William P. Martin, former 
manager of the natural gas department of 
the People’s company, is general manager. 


May Buy the Ogden. 

The new office in North Clark street is 
being prepared for occupaney, and the name 
of the Municipal Gas company already is 
on the windows. It is suggested that the 
plan may be for the Municipal company to 
take over the business of the Ogden com- 
pany and effect jts purchase in that way. 
The deal between the two companies being 
in an unsettled state the Municipal company 
may intend to invade the territory of the 
Ogden company and force a rate war. The 
People’s company would be more likely to 
force one of its constituent companies or 
even to organize a new corporation, as in 
this case, to carry on such a war than to 
enter on a rate cutting campaign itself. If 
the People’s company should cut in one sec- 


’ tion of the city it might have to do so in 


another. 
May Take Over Both Concerns. 

Another plan which might form a basis 
for consolidation of the Ogden and the Peo- 
ple’s companies would be for the Municipal 
company to take over both of the other or- 
ganizations. The new company would have 
to enlarge its capital stock in order to ac- 
complish this, but that would be a compara- 
tively easy matter. 

The evident purpose of the interests which 
‘control the People’s company is the owner- 
Ship of the HMghting business of Chicago. It 
took a long time to complete the consolida- 
tion of the New York lighting interests, but 
the plan was carried through eventually. 
The syndicate expects to secure the outside 
companies which still remain in Chicago. 

The People’s company is believed to have 
control of old charters which may be of serv- 
ice to the Municipal company, if that is to 
be an important factor in the Chicago gas 
situation. 

May Be Acetylene Company. 

Another report which was current yester- 
day was that the new company would en- 
gage in the acetylene gas business. The 
People’s company is said to have secured 
the rights of manufacturing acetylene gas 
in Illinois some time ago, and the report was 
that the People’s company wanted to give 
the illuminant a trial here.

FAIL TO SIGN. 


Strike Would Affect 1,500 Members of 
the Union and Forty-three Mills — 
Contertion Is Over the Eight-Hour 
Day Agreement — Boilermakers’ 
Helpers Strike Because of Employ- 
ment ef Non-Union Ironworkers —

The Woodworkers’ District council ar- 
ranged at its meeting last night the pre- 
liminaries for calling out all its 1,500 mem- 
bers employed in the sash and blind mills 
of Chicago on next Tuesday morning. This 
is contingent on the millmen failing to sign 
the new agreement which was sent to each 
of them by the council on Tuesday last, but 
there is little hope among the woodworkers 
that the bosses will sign except possibly 
a few of the smaller ones. The bosses held 
a secret meeting yesterday, and-it is said 
agreed to stand firm for a nine-hour day and 
the old scale of a minimum $2 wage. 


Want Old Agreement Renewed. 

The men have been contending for a re- 

newal of the old agreement, which expires 
the ist of September and which provides 
for an eight-hour work day. It has been 
apparent for some time that the bosses 
were indisposed to renew it, but owing to the 
fact that business has greatly improved 
lately, the men were led to hope the bosses 
would come into line. For a week past, 
however, is has become apparent the bosses 
were lining up for a fight, until at present 
there seems little probability of a strike 
being averted. 
It is claimed dy the bosses that it is im- 
possible for them, with an eight-hour day 
and the present wage scale, to meet the 
competition of outside mills, but the men 
claim their present stand is more due to 
the fact they realize the men have not the 
old-time strength of the Building Trades 
council at their back, with its refusal to 
handle non-union material, and the present 
is therefore a good time to fight for wage 
reduction, 

About forty-three mills will be affected and 
between 1,500 and1,600 men. The bar fixture 
branch of the woodworkers has an agree- 
ment which does not expire until next July.

Graphic Story of the Looting of the Na- 
tive City by Chinese and For- 
eign Soldiers. 


‘TIEN TSIN, China, July 17 
ence.}—The ancient stone walls of. the Chi- 
nese City of Tien Tsin, surrounded on the 
days of its occupation by the allied troops, a 
square mile of such filth, ruin, and death, 
such turmoil and pillage as history could 
hardly duplicate. Under normal conditions 
the place was no better than a huge cess- 
pool, festering with the accumulated rub- 
bish and slops from a population of nearly a 
million, packed into a labyrinth of hovels, 
around the palaces of Viceroys and petty 
tactais, who absorbed their wealth and gave 
them not even sewers in return. Now itis |

The sights inside compelled, respect for the 
fighting qualities of the Chinese. Their dead 
were everywhere. 
blue .coolie blouse and trousers, decorated 
with characters guaranteed to render them 
invulnerable te foreign bullets, they were 
strewn all along the top of the wall wherever 
they had fallen. Walking a quarter of a 
mile along the embankment the bodies aver- 
aged one in ten feet and the uur was tite 
ten miles long. 


Looting of the city. | 
But most remarkable of all the sights was 
the looting of the city. Chinese swarmed 
everywhere, thousands and thousands of 
them; diving into the flames of the burning 
shops, getting under falling walls and into 
choking clouds of smoke. | 
The palaces, the mint, the pawnshops, the 
‘stores of silks, furs, and jewelry were the 
first objects of attack. Near the middle of 
the city was the most prosperous pawnshop, 
an institution that had probably existed for 
centuries. When the doors were battered 
down the men flowed in like a tidal wave. 
There were British officers, naval and mili- 
tary, soldiers and sailors, with a good sprink- 
of Sikhs, but principally Chinese. 
twinkling all was pandemonium. The Chi- 
nese knew where the best treasure was to be 
found, and the soldiers followed them. 


Laden with Spoils of War. 
Tho looting flourished for three days.

BRESGI GIVEN LIF THRU 


SLAYER OF KING HUMBERT SUF- 
FERS EXTREME PENALTY. 


Story of the Murder of Italy’s Ruler Is 


Retold in Court—Assassin Confesses, 
Saying His Object Was to Avenge 
the Misery of the People — Admits 


Practicing at Targets to Perfect His 


Aim—Wife in America Weeps at 
News of Sentence. 


MILAN, Aug. 29.--Gaetano Bresci, the An- 
archist who on July 29 shot and killed King 
Humbert of Italy, at Monga, today was sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life at the close 


of his trial. The prisoner confessed his guilt 


and said he murdered the King to avenge 
the misery of the people, and declared he 
had no accomplices. He also admitted hav- 
ing practiced shooting at a target to make 
his aim more sure when he attacked the 


Kine. 
Bresel escaped with life imprisonment, as 


that penalty is the most severe which can 


be imposed under the laws of Italy for mur- 
der, on which charge he was tried. It was 
first believed he would be tried on the charge 
of treason, in which case the penalty would 
have been death. 

The hearing be at 9 o'clock. Bresci 
sat in the dock, calm and almost indifferent. 
His counsel, Sig. Martelli, head of the Milan 
bar, and the Anarchist writer, Sig. Mor- 
Uno, made requests on various grounds for 


an adjournment, which were refused. 


While the indictment, which was long, was 
being read Bresci was apparently unmoved, 


Says He Killed for Vengeance. 
The witnesses then were introduced. There 
were eleven for the prosecution and five for 
the defense. 

The examination of Bresei followed. He 
declared he decided to kill King Humbert 
after the events in Milan and Bicily, “ to 
avenge the misery of the people and my 
eon.“ He added: “T acted without advice 
or accomplices."’ 

The prisoner admitted the t practice 
and the preparation of bullets. e spoke in 
a low, firm voice, and said he fired three 
shots at three yards with nis revolver at 
the King. 

A Brigadier of gendarmes, Salvatori, re- 
capitulated the story of the assassination of 
the King. He said he saved Bresci from the 
crowd, which nearly. lynched the assassin. 
_Bresci when rescued was covered with blood. 

General Avogadro des Contes di Quinto, 
the King’s ald-de-camp. who was with his 
Majesty when the latter was killed, recount- 
ed how the King was shot, saying the King 
tried to reply to a question of the witness 
after the crime. His Majesty started: “I 
truly thin 


Story of King’s Death Retold. 
The King stopped in the middle of the 


sentence, said yes.“ and then expired. 


The royal groom, Lupi, deposed that he 
seized Bresci by the throat. A witness, 
Ramella, who lodged with Bresci and a 
friend three days prior to the crime, said 
the prisoner was always perfectly calm. 
The remainder of the witnesses did not 


throw any further light on the tragedy. ~ 


The public proseeutor made a speech, dur- 


ing the course of which he eulogised the 
virtues of King Humbert and recapitulated 


the story of the assassination, which, he 
contended, demonstrated that Bresci was 


fully responsible for his acts, and that he 


premeditated the crime and had accom- 


plices. 


Ask Mercy for the Assassin. 
Sig. Merlino said he only wished to do his 


duty, and defended anarchy on the charge 
that it had inspired the crime. All parties, 
he declared, had their regicides, commencing 
with Judith. He claimed extenuating 
cumstances for the accused man. 


Sig. Martelli asked that the verdict be 


tempered with indulgence towards an irre- 
sponsible man condemned of a crime com- 
mitted in a state of exaltation. 


Bresci was given an opportunity to speak, 


and said: ‘‘Sentence me. I am indifferent. 
i await the next revolution.” 


The persons who were to deliberate on the 


verdict then retired. 


Wife Weeps at Sentence. 
New York, Aug. 20.—The news that her 


husband had been sentenced to life impris- 
onment for killing Humbert of Italy was car- 
ried te Mrs. Bresci at her home in Onion 
Hill, N. J. When told of the sentence she 
wept bitterly. When she calmed down she 
said: My poor Gaetano! He has been 
tried, convicted, and sentenced in one day. 
That was a great injustice. I would rather 
see him dead than have him go to prison for 
life. I know he will not be able to stand 
long the life he will have to lead in prison.“

has constituted until now a curious instance 
of the survival of an ancient aristocratic 
institution through vicissitudes that have 
swept away thrones, governments, and po- 
litical systems. 

The Grand Wolf Hunter of the Crown, or 
the Grand Louvetier,” ranked as one of 
the highest dignitaries of the court, on a par 
with the Grand Cup Bearer, the Grand 
Huntsman, and the Grand Master of the 
Horse in France until the overthrow of the 
monarchy by that great revolution which 
brought King Louis XVI. and Queen Marie 
Antoinette to the scaffold, when the office 
was, of course, suppressed. But the de- 
Struction of the wolves a 80 im- 
portant to the Republican —— that 
by a decree of KIX. Pluvius in the year V. 
of the republic the titles and functions of 
the provincial ‘“‘ Louvetiers,”’ or Lieuten-. 
ants de Louveterie,”’ were reéstablished, and 
strict rules established as to the number of 
prickers, hounds, and horses to be main- 
talned. All these expenses fell on the 
wealthy sportsmen and territorial magnates 
who undertook the office. For since the 
revolution of 1793 the post carries no salary, 
hut merely confers the privilege of hunting 
over all lands in the department, whether 
public or private, besides entitling the Lieu- 
tenant de Louvetertie to official precedetice 
immediately after the Prefect or Governor 
of the department, and on a par with the 
Bishop of the diocese, the General in com- 
mand of the district, and the President of 
the provincial tribunal. ; 

Some ten years ago the government was 
on 8 point of abolishing this time-hon- 

* of Louvetier, which dates back 
to: 2 reign of King Louis. But in defer- 
ence to the protest from all parts.of the 
country, particularly those that still suf- 
fered from the depredations of wolves, it 
was resolved not to interfere just then with 
this useful office of medieval days. Since 
then, thanks to the large premiums offered 
by the government for the destruction of 
wolves, 20 being offered for an ordinary 
full-grown wolf, and double that amount for 
a wolf that had attacked a human being, 
the extermination has been going on in the 
most relentless manner, a total of 9,600 hav- 
ing been accounted for d the last 
decade. 

And now, according to official returns,

MORE BUTTER BUT IT FEWER EGGS | 


Reports from Eighteen States Show B 
Decrease of 18 Per Cent in the 
Egg Supply. 


The stock of eggs in storage at over 200 
points in the United States is 18 per cent 
smaller than last year and the supply of but- 
ter at the same points is M per cent larger 
than for the previous year, according to the 
sixth annual report of the Daily Trade Bul- 
letin. | 

The stock on hand at the points from which 
reports have been received for the last six 
years is now 2,105,650 cases, against 2,542,250 
cases in 1899, 1,715,200 cases in 1898, and 
1,702,055 cases in 1897. While the stock this 


year shows a decrease, it still is far in ex- 
| cess of the stock in 1897 and 1808. 


It is estimated that the shortage in Chi- 
cago is 182,000 cases, as compared with the 
stock in 1899, but the supply on hand here is 
also larger than it was in either of the two 
years preceding 1890.

Burlington’s New Rate on Corn.

The reduction amounts to an av- 
erage of 30 per cent. For instance, on short 


‘hauls, where the rate is five cents per hun- 


dred pounds on the regular tariff, the new 
rate is three and one-half cents, and the cut 
is'a trifle greater where the rate is higher. 
These rates apply on corn shipments in car- 
load lots only. The dividing line of the State 
is fixed by the company at Ravenna.

MAYOR WILL TAKE ACTION 


Responsibility for Deaths at 
Grade Crossings to Be Deter- 
mined in Court. 


COMPANY OFFERS EXCUSES. 


Suit will be brought by the city against 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul ral!- 
road company to fix responsibility for the 
two deaths on grade crossings of the Ev- 
anston branch of the road in Rogers Park, 
and to force the company to make adequate 
provision against such fatalities. 

A third death was averted yesterday by 


the alertness of one ot the policemen sta- 


tioned at the grade crokxsings by order of 
Mayor Harrison. Policeman Wirtz of the 
Rogers Park police, stationed at the Morse 
avenue crossing, saved Ella Moore, the 12- 
year-old daughter of George C. Moore, Morse 
and Southport avenues, by throwing her 
from the tracks just as a train whirled past. 
The Coroner's jury, which will sit at the 
inquest of Miss Elvia Clifford's death to- 
day, yesterday visited the Wilson avenue 
crossing, the scene of the accident, and was 
almost run down by a north-bound-train. 
Track elevation as a remedy for the dar.- 
gers of the grade crossings in Rogers Park 
is opposed by residents, who maintain that 
it would mar the landscape. | 
Railroad Company Replies to Mayor. 
A reply to Mayor Harrison's inquiry, ask- 


ing the company what watchmen it kept at 
the grade cfossings, was received yesterday

road. The company replied that a statement 
was belng prepared and would be sent to the 
city officials. General Manager Williams 
stated that he regretted the two accidents 
which have occurred on the Evanston 
branch of the road, but he urged as exten- 
uating circumstances for the company that 
one of the victims was deaf and the other 


contemplated suicide, according to her own 


statement to the conductor of the train. 
which had run her down. Both statements 
are said by residents of Rogers Park to be 
without foundation.

rison. It is too large an expense to be 
made for the city by the company’s negli- 
gence.”” | 

Mayor Secures an Agreement. 

Mayor Harrison has secured an agreement 
from the Chicago Terminal Transfer com- 
pany by which the company recognizes de- 
mands the city has insisted upon for sev- 
eral years. An ordinance granting exten- 
sions of the franchise of the company was 
passed at the last session of the Council, but 
the Mayor demanded the agreement before 
he would give his signature. The company 
has agreed to recognize itself as the suc- 
cessor of the Northern Pacific railroad com- 
pany in the land damage cases against the 
former road. They aggregate $100,000. The 
company agrees to repair and keep in repair 
the viaducts at Polk, Taylor, Twelfth, and 
Halsted streets and Blue Island avenue and 
to build a subway at Ferty-seventh avenue. 

Traction questions which will be submitted 
to the people in an informal referendum by 
the Street Railway commission before its re- 
ports are submitted to the Council are being 
prepared by Secretary Sykes and will be re- 
vised by the commission at its meeting next 
Wednesday. 

Decide Upon Reductions. 


Reductions in appropriations were decided 
upon definitely by the Finance committee 
yesterday. The estimates made by Deputy 
Controller Frost and Alderman Mavor, chair- 
man of the Finance committee, were sub- 
mitted and passed practically as published 
before, It is left with heads of departments 
to determine the method to be used in mak- 
ing the proposed reductions. Alderman 
Mavor stated that it would be for the officials 
to decide whether reductions can be made 
by reducing the salary lists, which THE 
TRIBUNE has shown to be in excess of pre- 
vious administrations not considered eco- 
nomical. Reductions of $1,674,000 were made 
in the water fund.
